Mark Twain’s Tribute to His Wife. 

Mark Twain, writing to the CAristian 
Union concerning the proper method of 

unishing children, thinks they should 
be whipped at tbe ‘proper time,” and 
speaks thus of his own home discipline: 

The ‘‘proper time” referred to is any 
time after both mother and child have 
got the sting of the original difficulty 
clear out of their minds and hearts, and 
are prepared to give and take a whip- 
ping on purely business principles—dis- 
ciplinary principles—and with hearts 
wholly free from temper. For whip- 
pings are not given in our house for re- 
venge; they are not given for spite nor 
even inanger—they are given parily for 
punishment, but maiuly by way of im- 
pressive reminder and protector against 
a repetition of the offense. The interval 
between the promise of a whipping and 
its infliction is usually an hour or two. 
By that time both parties are calm, and 
the one is judicial, and the other recep- 


tive. The child never goes from the 
scene of punishment until it has 
been loved back into bappy-heart- 
edness and a joyful spirit. The 


spanking is never acruel one, but it is 
always an honest one. It hurts. If it 
hurts the child, imagine how it must 
hurt the mother. Her spirit is serene, 


tranquil. She has not the support which 


is afforded by anger. Every blow she 
strikes the child bruises her own heart. 
The mother of my children adores 


them—there is no milder term for it, 
and they worship her; they even worship 


anything which the touch of her hand 
has made sacred. They know her for 
the best and truest friend they have ever 
had, or ever shall have; they know her 
for one who never did them a wrong, 
and cavnot do thema lie, nor the shadow 
of one; who never deceived them by 


even an ambiguous gesture, who never 
gave them an unreasonable command, 


nor ever contented herself with anything 
short of a perfect obedience; who has 
always treated them as politely and con- 
siderately as she would the best and old- 
est in the land, and has always required 
of them gentle speech and courteous con- 
duct toward all, of whatsoever degree, 
with whom they chanced to come in con- 
tact; they know her for one whose 
promise, whether of reward or punish- 
ment, is gold, and always worth its face 
to the uttermost farthing. In a word, 
they know her, ani I know her, for the 
best and dearest mother thut lives—and 
by a long, long ways the wisest. 


A Wonderfal Plague of Rats. 


Ahmednugger, in Bombay, is a place 
famous in the wars between the Nizam 
apd the Mahrattas, and also as the scene 
of the death of Aurungzeh, the last of 
the great Mogul rulers. Almednugger 
is a district very irregular in shape ly- 
ing on the northwestern frontier of the 
Hyderabad state, and haviog to its 
southwest the district of Poonah, It 
has an area of 6,606 square miles, and 
population of 751,228. 

The district is subject to visitations of 
famine and other calamities, of which 
the most striking and singuiar is the 
plague of rats. Generally the rainfall io 
June suffices bv filling the holes and fis- 
sures in destroying them in large num- 
bers, and in preventisg a plague. But 
when the rain is late or does not come 
then the number of rats is always exces- 
sive. In the last sixty years three have 
Leen known as rat years. These were 
1826, 1835 and 1879. On the last occa- 
sion fields of grain were eaten up ina 
few hours as if by a fight of locusts. 

A reward of one rupee, reduced at a 
iater period to half @ rupee, was offered 
for every hundred dead rats, and it was 
estimated that not fewer than 1,768.4 
rats were killed and paid for.

POSTOZFICE PECULATORS. 


THE EXPERIENCES OF A VETERAN 
INSPECTOR. 


Thrilling and Sensational Cases A 
Iruthial Thief whese Sentence 
way not Carried Out, 

Inspector Adsit, of the postoffice de- 
partment, whose investigation of the 
mail robberies in this village resulted in 
the arrest of young Pierce, ig one of the 
most experienced men on the force, 
where he has been employed many years. 
There ave sixty mail inspectors in all, 


counts of postmasters where negligence 
or crookedness is suspected, and to fer- 
ret out embezzlement and thieving. The 
inspecting of postmasters’ accouuts is 
comparatively easy, and young men are 


assigned fo it, as the main qualification 


necessrry is an accurate knowledge of 
bookkeeping. The old hands are em- 
ployed as detectives, and all the quali- 
lies necessary to the spying out of the 
most intricate cases are required. 

Inspector Adsit’s many years’ experi- 
ence, if recorded in the plainest, most 
unimaginative way, would make a rolume 
much more thrilling and seasational than 
the fanciful detective stories published, 
while at the same time it would give 
touches of Luman nature in its most 
varied passes. Mr. Adsit, though natur- 
ally uncommunicative, is an old news- 
piper man, and he told one or two of 
his experiences while enjoying a cigar 
and waiting for the 11:20 train to his 
next base of operations in Northern New 
York. 

‘‘About two years ago,” he said, 
had a job given me in Michigan which 
had troubled the department a good 
deal. They had been losing money from 
registered letters which must have been 
taaen out by postoffioe clerks at Port 
Huron or just over the line at Sarnia, and 
I fina'ly traced it to the former place. 
There was a boy sixteen years o'd who 
worked through the night at the office, 
and I had reason to believe that he took 
the money. I sent four decoy letters 
from separate stations, mailed so that 
they would be sure to pass through his 
hands on a certain night. In a memo- 
randum book I took a record of the date 
and number of the bank bills 1 put in 
each one, and made the hand- 
writing in no two letters alike. I de- 
cided then to watch the postoffice all 
night to see that no one else went there. 
The time selected was a bright, moon- 
light night in September, and, as luck 
would have it, there had been a series of 
burglaries there just before, ineluding 
the blowing up of a couple of safes, so 
that the police were wide awake. I be- 
gan on my beat up and down the alley, 
and soon saw that a country policeman 
was watching me, It was not very long 
before he walked up to me and in a very 
knowing as well as pompous way said: 
‘Wel, where are the rest of your gang? 
You might as well own up now.’ I as- 
surred him that I was nota burgiar, but 
was on to watch the postoffice. ‘Come, 
that’s too thin,’ he said; ‘I saw the post- 
master himself to-night, and he told me 
to watch the oflice myself.

Esquiman Endurance. 

The amount of cold these northern 
nomads can endure, borders on the pbe- 
nomeval, says Lisutenant Schwatka. I 
have seen the little babies, twoand three 
years old, play, perfectly naked, for 
hours ata time, on the reindeer robes of 
the bed in the igloo, the temperature, as 
I have said, constantly below freezing; 
and in the fall I have seen them naked, 
playing and splashing ia a pond of water, 
long needles of iee forming on the quiet 
places. [saw an Esquimau baby boy 
taken from its mother’s hood, and naked, 
made to stand onthe enow until she 
found its reindeer skin clothing, from 
the sledge, a fairly strong wind, sutti- 
cient to drift the loose snow along with 
it, blowing at the time, the themometer 
minus thirty cight degrees, the only pro- 
tection it had being behind a sledge 
loaded about three feet high, around and 
over which the wind poured. Its ex- 
posure thus was a good minute, and te 


appreciate this, one must take 
« watch in his hand and_ see 
that length of time drag by, a 


time that a not unconscientious but sen- 
sational writer might readily jot down 
as five or ten minutes. And 1 have known 
a naked man, surprised asleep in his igloo 
ler a polar bear, hastily grasp a gun and 
‘ arsue his enemy 200 or 300 yards in the 
snow, the thermometer fifteen to twenty 
degrees below zero, and slay him. These 
Esquimaux rub slushy snow, dipped in 
water, on the bottom of the runners of 
their sledges, with the open palms of the 
hands, until it freezes into solid ice, the 
thermometer being from zero to seventy 
degrees be!ow, when | have known it to 
be done. I have seen an Esquimau 
traveler throw himself on the snow and 
rest comfortably for half an hour, the 
thermometer seventy-one degrees below 
zero, or 103 degrees below freezing, and 
probably dving some light work with 
ungloved hands. The Kinnopetoe Es- 
quimaux, who seldom build even the 
small fires of the native stone lamp in 
their igloos during the very coldest 
weather of winter, are probably the 
hardiest of al! these boreal tribes in with- 
standing low temperatures, and sit 
around in their cold, cheerless snow 
houses with only their undergarments 
on (the Esquimau has two suits of rein- 
deer skias,the outer with the bair turned 
outward, and the inner with the hair 
turned toward and resting against the 
body), their arms withdrawn from their 
sleeves and resting on their bare bodies 
across their breasts, chatting all the 
while pleasantly about various matters, 
the thermometer often being below zero; 
in fact, the only warmth the snow haquse 
has is that given oft by their bodics. I 
have known one of these Kinnopetoes to 
take in undressed reindeer hide that had 
been soaked in water to remove the hair, 
which was frozen stiff as a plate of boiler 
iron, put the same against his naked

With scrupulous care 
he arranges hourly his feathers, all their 
markings are seen to perfection, and 
many peculiarities of decoration are 
then and then alone dispiayed. The 
fleshy combs and protuberances become 
scarlet and enlarged, and any one who 
has not seen a pheasant or cock grouse 
at this season of love would be aston- 


ished at the alteration from his 
pormal state. The cock pigeon

make the grandest show he can; and 
every humole finch and small bird 
brushes up his modest finery. It is said 
that not asingle bright-colored feather 
on any bird’s y is left idle or undis- 
played. If birds have bright-colored 
tails they raise them to their highest and 
fullest and abase their heads; if bright 
heads, then they shake out their plumes, 
‘heir eye distends, and their wattles 
swell; and if, as in some cases,they have 
large tippets of feathers falling on both 
sides of the head, they contrive the be- 
wildered hen shall see ali the glories of 
both sides at one glance, and so dray ail 
the feathers of the far side round to the 
near side, making such a huge mass that 
the face is nearly hidden, and the pro- 
jecting beak alone shows where the head 
must be. All this dome for the hen's 
benefit, and it is only done when she is 
near; it all turns on her existence, and 
ceases if she be absent.— Magazine of 
Art.

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


The meeting of the Knights of 
Labor, that was held on Jast Mon- 
day evening was in every respect 
creditable. The participants 
showed their good sense by not 
allowing themselves to be coaxed 
into supporting such places »s Gib 
son and Brothere, Clarkson & Co. 
and others, When neither of these 
institutions will allow colored 
young men to learn trades, and in 
spite of such discrimination made 
on account of color, there are a few 
colored people, who continue to 
patronize them. It is the duty of 
the colored Kuightsof Labor to 
boycott all institutions which are 
inimical tothe interest of the race. 
Mr. James Smallwocd, witnessing 
a placard of Clarkson and Co., 
suspended against the wall, did 
net fail to Jenounce it in unmis- 
tukable language. The Ladies 
Domestic Assembly should start a 
laundry of their own, that will 
equal any that is controlled by 
white firms. The address by Rev. 
R.S. Laws, was enthusiastically 
applauded. The Bee Publishing 
Co. and the National Job Printing 
Co., are the only enterprises that 
offer young colored men encour- 


agement, 


“THE LEADING ISSUE.” 


Before the great presidential 
cont«st of last year was begun and 
ended, the Brg, numerous col- 
ored jourvals and influential men 
of the race, urged the vital import- 
ance of making the Negro ques- 
tion in the South, a leading issue 
of the then approaching campaign. 
The party leaders negatived the 
advice and request and sought to 
win on the Tariff and by ‘‘an ag- 
gressive campaign.” They did 
not win and have only their own 
fool-hardiness to fault. They felt 
acalm security in retaining the 
same Negro vote that bas unfalter- 
ingly followed the party for twen- 
ty years. The Negro was true, 
but his sentimeuts were not allowed 
fall and fiee expression through 
the ballot, and hence his fidelity 
was of no practical avail. For 
twenty years the silent forces bave 
been at work solidifying a “Sulid 
North” and a “Solid South.” In 
their zeal to solidify the North the 
republican leaders ignored the 
cries of oppression and wrong pro- 
ceeding from the recently emanci- 
pated man and brother at the 
South, and thereby practicably a- 
bandoned the South to torce. Of 
what national force is the Negro 
vote of the South to day? It 
is, in @& measure, time wasted 
in asserting a privlege which 
carries with it no force. What 
should have been “an agressive 
Southern policy, Was reserved for 
un aggressive camgaign.”” Defeat 
is a potent factor in forcing the 
convictions of men. To day we 
find Senators Sherman, Hoar, 
Evarts and Allison and Judge 
Foraker, of Ohio, all chiming 
iu sweet melody, about Negro’s 
wrongs and his oppression in 
the South. It is not Negro 
love that prompts this sudden 
sentiment, but rather the effect 
that one white Southern vote has 
over two white Northern votes 
that causes the copious flow of 
Senatorial logic. They have just 
discovered a means under the 
Constitution for protecting tha 
Negro from disfranchisement--cur- 
tailing Souteern representation in 
proportion to the whole uuamber 
disfranchised. This has been in 
that muchly abused, distorted and 
construed instrament, and is not 
anew provision inserted for the 
Negro’s safety, but it has been al- 
lowed to remain in reserve until! 
now when the party is out of pow- 
er. So far as the Democrat- 
ic party, as a political pow- 
er, is concerned, the Negro has 


much less than its recently retired 
competitor for the free expression 
of the Negro Vote. Already, is it 
beginning to be conceded by 
thoughtful white men at the south 
that the Negro is a fixture and in 
fact a citizen and qualified voter, 
and dis-ensions will arise within 
the borders of that section, and 
one or both factions will see that 
the Negro’s vote is counted tor 
the obvious reason of success. 
The talk of a reduction of south- 
ern representation by republican 
Jeaders does not strike one at a 
first glanee that by striking at an 
enemy it kills two of its friends, to- 
tally disfrauchising the colored 
man of the south. We do not 
coneent to the sucrifice. 


JOURNALISM--ITS MISSION 


It is indeed surprising and dis- 
gusting to read the weekly journa- 
listic tenor of a few of our weekly 
exchanges. The editors of some 
of these weeklies have a peculivr 
idea of journalism and its mis- 
sion. The mission of a newspa- 
per is, to record evens, for the 
benefit of the public; it should not 
relega'e the corruptions of some to 
the grave ofoblivion, and make a 
cyclone of some who are equally 
as guilty. Because some ed- 
iters have’ edited  jour- 
nals, for ten years, without 
success or improvement, they 
should not be prejudiced to those, 
who, havethe confidence of the 
people, which has been demon- 
strated in several instances, A- 
gain, there are a class of Negro 
editors, who cannot endure criti- 
cisms ana retain a friendly journa- 
listic relationship. The average 
Negro editor, envies the progress 
made by his more fortunate broth. 
er, and seeks to destroy his influ- 
ence by base cunning. We are 
pleased to note, thut, while Mr. 
Fortune, Elitor of the Freeman, 
has pursued a peculiar journalistic 
policy, for which he has received 
some severe criticisms, he possess- 
es a mind above the common level 
of those, whose brain power befits 
them to be relegated to the bow- 
els of consumption. We have dis- 
agreed timeand again with the 
editor of the Freeman, and he has 
been Man enough to compliment 
merit, whenever it presented it- 
self. This city contuins only one 
journal that.bas the confidence, 
and respect of the colored people, 
and that paper, is the Ber. What. 
ever its faults are and have been, 
the places where the BEE is sold, 
will convince all that the demand 
for the Bs is so great that many 
persons are often compelled to go 
without acopy of it. Journalism 
in the South, among the colored 
editors, is above that in the North, 
with oneor two exceptions. The 
Louisville Baptist, The Richmond 
Planet, The Staunton, Va., Critic, 
Savannah Echo, and many others, 
of equal importance, are among 
the great journals of the colored 
race. For aggressiveness and 
love of race, The Freeman, stands 
pre-eminent;* for sincerity, The 
New York Enterprise isa without a 
peer; for bravery, The Atlanta 
Defiance, takes the lead. The 
Gate City Press, in the wild West, 
is the pioneer of that section. The 
mission of these journals is better 
expressed by their terseand time- 
ly editorials. An editor who can- 
not see beyond bimeelt, is a fit 
delegate for a mad house. Our 
mission is, to defend the people ir 
respective of party or creed; to 
show up corruption, wherever and 
whenever found, be itin the bute 
or hovels of the poor, the palaces 
of kings, or the bed chamber of 
queens. Respectability must sow 
itself inits true light, th: se in 
menia! positions shall receive the 
same reverance from us, a3 well 
as those whose ambition strives 
for lufty eminence under clouds 
of immorality. Society must be 
what it pretends to be, or be em- 
bedded into forgetfulness. Re- 
spectability shall not be frowned 
down, to make room for libertines 
aud harlots. Men, who are guil- 
ty of seduction, of robbing board- 
ing and leaving as c»llaterl a 
trank full of bricks, are the last 
persons in the worid to rail against 
the “Lord’s Anointed.”” Our mis- 
sion aims higher; it is to protect 
the widow’s, and the orphans, the 
sacred household of faithtul hus- 
bands and honest wives, it ic to 
drive from the bed chamber, the 


not yet much to criticise. The 


party is on trial and cannot do 


desperate libertines, and throw 
the mantle of protection around in- 


nocent and unprotected maidens. 
The servant girl, the laboring 
man, the friendless, and the help- 
less, will receive our most undi- 
vided attention. We shall pro- 
tect the church against unjust as- 
saults, and sce that the pulpit does 
its duty. Our religion is, justice 
to all, and partiality to none.

MOVING ON. 


Revolutions, however precipi- 
tate are not without their benefi- 
cent resuits. . France, Russia, and 
Germany owe their present devel- 
opement almost entirely to the in- 


ternecine conflicts which for years 
threatened National annihilation. 


The cementing of the several in- 
dependents s atee of Germany in- 
to one grand coufederat on, of the 
elevation of the serf element of 
Russia to the plave of respectable 
cilizenship; the dethronemeut of 
despotic power, hitherto wielded 
by a vitiuted and enfeebled aris- 
tocrucy and the consequent reha- 
bilitation and reformation of the 
government, of France, are in- 
stances of the benefits of revolu- 
tions. These revolutions, howev- 
er, have been productive of good, 
ut the sacrifice of immense treas- 
ure and thousands of human souls. 
But revolutions equally effective, 
though less sanguinary, are being 
produced daily with equally ben- 
eficent results. 

The tendencies of the age, which 
look to the solution of all ques- 
tions productive of the most ele- 
vating and permanent bevefits to 
mavukiud are crystallizing popular 
sentiment in favor of sub tituting 
for the more terridle methods of 
revolution, that of the quiet, effec- 
tive and never-failing medium of 
popular enlightenment and the in- 
terchange of thought. And this 
new method has produced aud is 
still producing, a wholesome rev- 
olution of thought mace manifest 
by its own worth, as measured by 
the needs of society. The gradu- 
al advancement towards equality 
in England and America, and 
Jewfnd Gentile, Christian and 
pagaus, are being gradually ac- 
knowledged as members of one 
common brothehood, amenable 
and entitled to all laws which 
the broadest bumuanity can devise, 
are evidences of the power of 
thought operating to effect a 
wholesome revolution in public af- 
fairs And this revolution of 
thought as it regards civil and po- 
litical rights as well as the best 
meaus of affecting the grandest 


national results, has not left the 
cvlured, so-called, citizens far be- 
hind, in its march towards uni- 


versal enlightenment and by the 
lights which have served as land- 
marks along its course, the way 
toward speedy and eventual equal- 
ity has been made plain, to the 
colored peple, and especially to 
those who bave profited by their 
experience, and observed the ten- 
dencies which are now obtaining. 
An earnest solicited is being man- 
ifested by enlightened colored peo 
ple as to their substantial and 
permanent devel»pment. They 
are beginning to regard many of 
the old issues with contempt and 
are themselves forging the links 
which will connect them with all 
the iuterests which characterize 
the best types of American citi- 
zenship. They are beginning to 
choose their own friends and a- 
dopt their own means of becoming 


felt as men and as citizens. They 
have come to regard politics, as 


simply, incidental to their citizen- 
ship and as the means of combin- 
ing forces conducive to their best 
interests, They talk less about 
parties than about men, as their 
representatives, and are looking 
at the accumulation of wealth and 
the securement of a practical ed- 
ucation as far moe potent ad- 
juncts to their citizenship thau the 
senseless adulation ot empty plat- 
itudes and the tenacious grasp up- 
on broken promises, which have 
characterized the average colored 
man of a few years ago. He has 
been carried along by the revolu- 
tion of thought until he bas reach- 
ed a point where he recognizes the 
fuct that the bighest test of a 
man’s claim to full citizenship is 
his ability to contribute something 
more to the nation’s welfare than 
the empty vaporings of political 
harrangue; that he must be able 
to strengthen society by hearty co- 
operation with those who are pro- 
ducing national prosperity; that 


he must assist in maintaining the 


pride of the nation by engaging 
in commercial pursuits to affect 
the balance of trade and must 
maintain the nation’s credit by 
establishing beyond cavit the gen- 
eral intelligence and unifsrm 


tegrity of the American people 
The thoughtful colored men of 
to-day will no longer be made to 


beleive that their elevation to full 
citizenship depends upon | olitics 
alone, but they will take hold of 
all movements, of whatever polit- 
ical color, which look their speed. 
iest and fullest recognition, blus- 
ter and brawl about gratitude, to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


THE COMING COUNCILOF 


FREE MASONRY.

Enlivening Scenes at the New York 
Hep Ficids. 


In a recest letter from Munnsville, 
Oneida Co., N. Y., to the New York 
Mailand Express the writer says: The 
New York, Ontario and Western railroad 
runs through the hop fields of Oncida 
county. The driver of the Munnsville 
stage, the village where I left the rail. 
road to get under the shade of the hop 
poles, said to me: “I spose there ain't 
many people left in the cities now hop 
pickin’ has begun.” He seemed quite 
surprised when [ to'd him that the cit es 
were not entirely deserted. It is a fact, 
however, that both town and country in 
this part of the State are asked to take 
bold and help pick hops, and there are 
not less than 10,000 pickers who go out 
of Syracuse alone. The hop-grower lives 
on his own piace and is usually a small 
farmer in addition to being a hop pro- 
jucer. In August he employs a can- 
vassinz agent to secure bim a company 
of pickers, and pays him fifty cents 
bonus for every picker. The grower also 
pays the picker’s railroad fare and boards 
him. To do the latter the farmer's wife 
sacrifices the best room, with its weep- 
ing willow over a tombstone done in 
needlework, and the farmer's daughter 
the cabinet organ. Carpets are taken up 
and they and the best furniture stowed 
away in one rcom under lock and key. 
Every available room in the house is 
then filled with beds for the women. 
The men are stowed in tue barn and 
woodshed. I have been sleeping in 4 
barn where there is pienty of room be- 
twee. the clapboards for the wind to frisk 
in and out. There where no sheets left, but 
I was made immensely comfortable with 
a wolf robe. My neighbor was the son 
of the owner of the yard, and he was re- 
sponsible for waking the family in the 
morning. So before he blew out our 
lantern he set an alarra clock. After we 
had been asleep for a few minutes he got 
up and began awine hideous blasts on 
ahorn. I told him that the clock had 
gone off prematurely, but he insisted 
that it was 4 o'clock, and time 
for breakfast. There wasnt much 
security, anyway, in going. to 
sleep with that treacherous clock 
around, so a breakfast of ham, eggs and 
coffee was eaten and drunk. 

The women and children were driven 
to the hop field, while the rest of us 
walked. It was shockingly eariy—5 
o'clock. In the first place we were in- 
troduced to the hop boxes, that consist 
of one big box divided into four, two on 
a side. The whole clumsy affair looks 
like an apple-woman’s stand, only big- 
ger, with an awning over it of canvas or 
burlaps to protect the pickers from the 
sun. A man pulls up a hop pole and 
vine, cutting off the latter about a foot 
from the ground, and leans it up against 
the end of the hop stand so that pickers 
facing each other can have an equal 
chance atthe clusters. It is this man’s 
business to keep all the pickers supplied 
with poles as fast as they call for them. 
Each bin is big enongh for a man to curl 
up inand would hold about ten bushels 
of wheat. I was told that when I had 
filled that with hops I would be given 
a ticket that, at the end of the season, | 
could exchange for twenty-five cents, 
The average man would want a w:ek to 
fill one of those reservoirs. Many of the 
girls said that they could cnly fill one 
box aday. A fairly good picker will 
fill two, a smart one three and a remark- 
ably smart one four boxes a day. As 
soon as a box is filled its contents are 
emptied ‘toa sack and taken to the 
kiln. There were thirty pickers in the 
field, and they included all ages and both 
sexes—gray haired men and women, lit- 
tle children and lively young giris capa- 
ble of replying to the jeste of the boys. 
Long before noon the children and girls 

got very tired, and watched for the blast 
of the now beneticent and commendabie 
horn. A dinner of fried meat and pota- 
tocs was rapidly harpooned, and chunks 
of apple pie were lightly tossed away, 
then to work till dark, then supper and 
a dance for the young people, and a pipe 
and bed for the old ones. 

This is a fair picture of a hop picker’s 
day. The season lasts about three weeks 
and the profits of the best workers are, 
not more than $18, with $10 being about 
a fair average for three weeks’ work, 
from daybreak to sundown. Why do 
people work at such a hard and poor pay- 
ing job. In hop picker’s language, for 
the ‘‘funof the thing.” They like the 
freedom from all restraint; the outdoor 
life, the novelty of new scencs and peo- 
ple, and especially the crowded evening 
dances. 

The hops are taken from the field to 
the kiln, that is buiit with an open slat 
floor covered with burlaps. The hot air 
comes thraugh the spaces between the 
slats from a room below where a large 
furnace is kept going. Rolls of sulphur 
are burned in a pan on top of the fur- 
nace, and the fumes ascend and bleach 
the hops. After being dried for about 
twelve hours, the hops are pressed and 
put in bales, the average weight of 
which isabout 180 pounds. The ruling 
price this year is ten cents a pound, 
though a few growers have secured an 
extra cent onthe pound. A few years 
ago hops brought a dollar a pound and 
pickers were paid thirty-five cents a box. 
Many growers have become alarmed at 
the low prices and are going out of the 
, business, much to the gratification of 
those who propose to remain init. The 
crop this year is excellent and free from 
vermin. 

Hops are propagated by cuttings, and 
the average productive life of a hop roof 
jerfoven years. Hops are what the far- 

mers calla ‘‘strong’’ crop and exhaust 
: the soil. From early spring the crop re- 
quires a great deal of attention; and 
plowing, cultivating, grubbing, the 
planting of the poles, the training of the 
vines, etc., keep the farmer from enoui 
till the grand climax of picking, when 
he and his wife and bis sons and daugh- 
ter and his men servants and his women 
vervants hardly stop to sleep.
